The annual meeting of the O. E. A. 
was held in Toronto, April 6th, 7th, 
Sth. A number of teachers from all 
parta of the province was present. All 
the sessions proved interesting and 
many splenaid papers were given. | 
shall endeavour to give a report of the 
day and night sessions on ‘Tueslay, 
April 6th, and the morning session On 
the following Thursday. 

Miss Abram, the President of last 
year, opened the Convention with an 
address of welcome, after which was 
Bible reading and prayer.

Story Books” were to be ineladed in 
the Senior Part. “Twa Ways of 
Looking at It” was good for reading 
in the Janior Part but not for Litera- 
ture. The Committee had printed a 
pronouncing vocabulary of the proper 
names used in the Second Reader. 
The question arose as to where to put 
these pronunciationsand it was agreed 
that they should be placed at the bot- 
tom of the page on which they were 
found, so that the child, in case of a 
review, would get a fresh impression 
of the correct pronunciation of the 
words, the English Readers follow 
this throughout.

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“FROM THE RANKS.” 


Officers Who Started Their Military 
Career as Privates. 


That it is quite possible for 
private to mse, step by step, 
through the British Army, to the 
rank of General, we are rem 
by the news of the recent death of 
Sir Luke O'Connor, who was one 
of the earliest rankers to do this. 

He enlisted in one of the Welsh 
regiments when a young man, went 
through the Crimean War, was 
given a commission for signal bra- 
very and ability, made a great 
name for himself when he was 
awarded the newly-created V.C. 
for saving the colors in action, aml 
then rose, until at length his career 
was crow by this being made a 
full general and a knight. 

But Luke O'Connor was not actu- 
ally the finst of these noted rankers 
who rose to be celebrated generals. 
Probably Sir John BElley could 
claim that distinction. 

John Eley entered the Army by 
enlisting as a private in the Horse 
Guards, and he so won. the confi- 
dence and commendation of ‘his su- 
periors that he was given & com- 
mission. In the end he became @ 
“Sir,” and a full general. 

The Duke of Wellington looked 
on Elley as one of his cleverest and 
most reliable men. Indeed, at 
Waterloo few of our leaders were 
so much trusted and consulted by 
Wellington as was General Elley. 

Then we might mention Joseph 
Brome, who came into the Army 
as. a little drummer-boy. He fought 
so well in battle, and displayed 
such early evidence of precocity as 
a. soldier and leader, that he was 
given a lieutenancy, rose quickly to 
higher posts, and ended his military 
career by becoming a lieutenant- 
general. x

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Hens That Lay Bad Eggs. 


Mr. Robertson, of the Central 
Experimental Farm at Ottawa, 
writes as follows with reference to 
tainted exes: 

“Tf the flock in general is laying 
tainted eggs, the cause is no doubt 
with the feed, but if it is jyaf one 
individual bird, it is probably due 
to ovarian trouble. This is one of 
the reasons why it is absolutely ne- 
cessary that eggs for strictly high- 
class trade should be candied. . [t 
is possible for eggs to be absolutely 
putrid when laid, and it seems hard 
to get people to realize that 
is the case. It is not only that 
eggs of this kind will at times be 
produced, but blood clots are very 
common, especially at this season 
of the year when the fowl are lay- 
ing heavily. Blood clots will often 
run as high as 2 per cent., 60 that 
for select trade itis absolutely ne- 
cessary that the eggs should be 
candied. The blood clots are caus- 
ed by a rupture of the small ar- 
teries, but the bad eggs are the re- 
sult of a disease of the ovaries, and 
the manager of the flock should en- 
deavor to find out* which bird of 
birds are producing them, and they 
should be killed.’’

But ‘conditions governing the 
money market cannot be expected 
to keep so for very much longer.

Eradication of Couch.

From photographs first taken on 
April 3, it is apparent, according to 
scientists, ‘that the regular recur- 
rence of sun spots appeared at 
about that time and since ape they

til May 2, and these plates show 
that the sun spots have increased in 
area and have acted just as astro- 
homers said they would, That is, 
the large spots become - larger, 
then split up into sections with one 
large spot leading a lot of smaller 
ones across the face of the sun, as 
a mother hen leads her chicks. 


Previous observations that a 

lower temperature, rain and cyclo- 
nic disturbances result from the 
appearance of the sun spots every 
11.1. years has been borne out by 
the. weather recently. 
“The sun revolves on its axis 
every ‘twenty-five days and thé sun 
spots are there hidden to the earth. 
By the time the surface of the sun 
agaih, appears exposed to the earth 
it is considered probable that the 
spots will have been dissipated on 
the flaming surface of the great 
orb.

The following letter is from Mr, T. 
C. Broad to his wife in Queensboro :—

RECRUIT BELFAST BANTAMS. 


British Now Accept Men Five Feet 
Tall. 


The British War Office authoriz- 
ed the enlistment of men under 5 
feet 3 inches tall and not below 5 
feet for the Ulster Division, the 
minimum chest measurement to be 
a4-inches. Partly as a result the 
enlistments have risen nearly 25 
per cent. Hitherto short men in 
Belfast who wished to enlist wére 
obliged to enter a bantam batta- 


lion in Liverpool or Glasgow. A few |. 


days ago a party of these left Bel- 
fast to join the Seventeenth Batta- 
lion of the Royal Scots in Glasgow 
and another went to the ‘‘Birken- 
head Bantams,’’ the Fifteenth Bat- 
talion of the Cheshire Regiment. 

The total number of recruits from 
Belfast since August 4 16 20,325. 
Nearly half are in the Ulster Divi- 
sion, More than a quarter are in 
the cavalry and in English and 
Scottish commands which were 
more likely to go to the front early. 
Nearly a tenth went into the Irish 
Brigade (Nationalist) or with Irish- 
men in the south who were eager 
to get to the firing line. A feature 
is a comparatively large number of 
Jews among the recruits.

The 
Germans had placed a low barbed- 
wire entanglement in the high grain 
field to stop them. Our men soon 
severed the barbed wire and succeeded 
in capturing three German 77-cannon, 
which had been effectively hidden be- 
neathe bomb-proofs a few yards far- 
ther on. 

“The whole position was captured 
and quickly fortified to withstand 
counter-attacks and communicating 
trenches with the main position were 
prepared. Our aviators. reported that 
fresh reinforcements had been rushed 
up from Royal in auto-busses. Dur- 
ing the night the fresh troops attack- 
ed, but were repulsed each time. 

“At dawn the enemy again attacked 
desperately our two wings, but by 
rain or hand grenades his fire was 
effectively stopped. 

“We counted og. the ground where 
the counter-attacks took place ap- 
proximately two thousand dead. The 
total estimate of the enemy’s losses is 
three thousand dead, not counting the 
We lost two hundred and 
fifty men killed and 1,500 wounded.
